Wilberforce  University  is  the  oldest  institution  of  higher  learning  devoted  to  the 
education  of  Negroes  in  the  Western  World.  It  was  founded  and  incorporated  in 
1856,  was  closed  in  1862  on  account  of  the  Civil  war  and  re-opened  and  re-incor¬ 
porated  under  its  present  auspices,  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  1863. 

Even  these  beginnings  were  preceded  by  the  founding  of  Union  Seminary  at 
West  Jefferson,  Ohio,  in  1  844  which  was  merged  with  Wilberforce  in  1  863. 

Prominent  among  the  founders  and  early  sponsors  were  Bishop  Daniel  A.  Payne, 
John  G.  Mitchell,  and  James  A.  Shorter  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
also  leaders  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  several  other  citizens  now  known 
to  fame  through  service  to  their  country  and  to  humanity,  including  Richard  S.  Rust 
and  Salmon  P.  Chase. 

Wilberforce  University  now  comprises  a  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  a  College  of 
Education  and  Business  Administration,  and  Payne  Theological  Seminary.

Be  true  to  your  convictions  and  your  ideals  as  you  set  forth  to  achieve 
the  goal  of  your  aspirations  and  desires.  The  whole  world  with  all  its 
diverse  paths  lies  before  you.  Choose  well  the  path  you  take.  By  faith  in 
God  and  faith  in  yourself,  you  should  be  able  to  surmount  all  obstacles 
to  your  progress  and  make  a  worthwhile  contribution  to  the  age  and 
time  in  which  you  live. 

Wilberforce  University  is  the  mother  of  all  the  colleges  in  the  United 
States  as  well  as  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  owned,  managed,  and 
controlled  by  Negroes.  It  has  been  operated  under  a  charter  of  incor¬ 
poration  by  the  A.  M.  E.  church  from  the  State  of  Ohio  for  upwards  of 
one  hundred  years.  In  a  very  large  sense  it  has  been  an  inspiration  to 
Negroes  throughout  the  world.  It  is  here  that  the  first  Negro  College 
President,  Bishop  Daniel  Alexander  Payne,  was  installed.  It  has  given  to 
the  world  its  first  Theological  Seminary  conducted  by  Negroes.  Above  all 
it  has  furnished  an  inspiration  and  incentive  for  achievement  on  the  part 
of  the  Negro  youth  for  three  generations.  Recently,  selfish  and  designing 
groups  have  sought  to  capitalize  on  its  consecrated  ground  and  turn  it 
over  to  the  domination  and  control  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  Should  they 
succeed  in  this,  they  would  drive  the  opening  wedge  for  our  conformity 
to  the  educational  pattern  of  the  Southern  States  and  make  Wilberforce 
University  the  first  “Jim  Crow  College"  to  be  established  in  the  North 
by  the  support  of  the  taxpayers’  money. 

With  the  withdrawal  of  the  State  of  Ohio  from  further  cooperation 
with  the  educational  work  at  Wilberforce  University  the  bands  of  an  un¬ 
workable  alliance  have  been  severed.  It  is  now  both  the  opportunity 
and  the  responsibility  of  our  Alumni  and  supporting  constituents  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  to  the  world  that  we  can  operate,  manage,  and  support,  a  first 
class  college  that  shall  be  able  to  meet  the  challenge  in  all  the  expanding 
forms  of  Liberal  Education.

In  September  of  1944  on  the  campus  of  Wilberforce  University  arrived  203 
Freshmen  from  all  parts  of  this  continent  and  according  to  our  Alma  Mater  “from 
o'er  the  rolling  waters,  to  this  common  home." 

Our  first  week  on  the  campus  consisted  in  the  taking  tests  and  attendance  at 
lectures,  banquets  and  parties.  This  was  known  as  Freshman  Week.  The  President’s 
reception  was  quite  enjoyable.  At  this  affair  we  were  introduced  to  all  the  faculty 
members,  with  many  of  whom  we  were  soon  to  become  well  acquainted.  We  took 
delight  in  participating  in  the  testing,  lecturing  and  entertainment  wherein  we  dis¬ 
played  our  many  possibilities  of  aptitude  and  talent. 

After  the  first  week  had  ended,  our  life  at  Wilberforce  took  a  different  turn.  The 
upper  classmen  were  returning  to  the  campus  and  one  of  their  objectives  was  to  “put 
the  Freshmen  in  their  places.”  For  one  whole  week  we  bowed  before  our  “Superior 
Upper  Classmen"  and  meekly  obeyed  their  commands.  “Varmints"  they  called  us. 
How  embarrassing!  Then  again,  I  suppose  walking  through  rear  entrances  and  off 
the  pavements  is  just  as  belittling. 

At  last  initiation  week  had  ended.  How  happy  we  were!  No  more  bending  before 
upper  classmen  and  being  afraid  to  speak  unless  spoken  to,  no  more  sneaking 
around  back  entrances  to  the  various  buildings  on  the  campus,  no  more  staying  up 
late  at  night  entertaining  our  “Most  Honorable  and  Superior  Upper-classmen,”  no 
more  pig-tails  and  faces  without  make-up,  and  we  could  even  walk  on  the  side 
walks!  Sounds  musically  melodious  to  us. 

We  were  now  paying  more  attention  to  such  things  as  classes,  election  of  officers, 
.which  sorority  or  fraternity  we  would  like  to  be  a  part  of,  organizations  which 
might  be  interesting  to  us,  football  games,  choosing  our  associates,  and  frequency  of 
the  high-lights  of  the  campus — the  Grill  and  the  Wayside  Inn.

Let's  not  forget  Pie  Taylor  and  his  Collegians — they  were  “real  gone."  Tommy 
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Smith  in  his  arrangement  of  “Castle  in  View"  was  pretty  great  also.  However,  as 
the  war  had  deprived  us  of  most  of  the  male  students,  dance  partners  were  quite 
scarce. 

How  anxious  we  were  for  the  Spring  Quarter  to  make  its  appearance.  We  had 
.heard  of  the  beauty  of  the  campus  during  this  season  and  upon  its  arrival  these 
rumors  were  verified.  The  natural  beauty  of  the  campus  was  enchanting,  and  we 
were  indeed  thrilled  at  the  sight.  We  thought  that  all  of  us  would  agree  that  the 
Sunken  Garden,  with  its  many  beautiful  flowers  and  pathways  was  the  most  beauti¬ 
ful  sight  of  all.  We  discovered  the  Spring  Quarter  to  be  a  colorful  season  full  of 
activities  such  as,  promenades,  banquets,  dances,  and  concerts.  Following  these 
activities  were  the  final  examinations  which  lasted  three  days.

Classes,  activities  and  soon  the  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and  Easter  Holidays,  and 
with  the  arrival  of  June,  the  end  of  another  school  year.  Full,  compact,  interesting 
and  motivational  to  all  of  us,  this  year  was  over. 


NEARING  OUR  GOAL 

The  year  1948 — how  far  away  it  seemed  when  we  began  college  life  in  Sep¬ 
tember  of  '44!  We  are  indeed  a  great  distance  past  the  stage  of  “greenies.” 
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The  Winter  Quarter  opened  quite  successfully  with  those  of  us  who  had  three 
years  prior  to  this  time  come  to  Force  as  “green"  and  somewhat  frightened  Fresh¬ 
men.  We  were  now  dignified,  sophisticated  seniors  enrolled  in  the  College  of 
Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  and  Education  and  Business  Administration. 

This  year  an  addition  was  made  to  the  University — that  of  the  Student  Union 
Building,  known  to  most  students  as  the  “STUB"  where  all  student  activities  are 
held.

She  is  still 
being  showered  with  lovely  gifts  from  her  hubby.  Eleanor  Woodcock  is  doing  mis¬ 
sionary  work  in  Africa. 

After  I  had  finished  reading  the  paper,  I  stood  under  the  marquee  of  the  news¬ 
stand  to  wait  for  a  cab.  While  I  was  standing  there,  three  charming  young  ladies  in 
a  black  limousine  hailed  me.  Immediately  I  recognized  them  as  Patricia  Allen, 


Ernestine  Glasgow,  and  Shirley  Smith.  They  were  returning  from  England  where 
they  had  been  Red  Cross  workers.

Dean  Lewis  offers  the  following  message  to  the  Seminary 
and  University  Graduates  collectively. 


TO  THE  GRADUATES  OF  1948: 

You  must  approach  this  commencement  season  with  mingled  emotions:  the  sense 
of  satisfaction  which  is  the  compliment  of  a  task  well  done,  the  eagerness  of  youth 
to  meet  the  high  adventure  of  life  which  lies  just  ahead,  and  a  certain  degree  of 
perplexity  and  uncertainty  as  you  gaze  over  your  cloistered  walls  into  the  turbulent 
world  outside. 

This  day  is  your  day.  This  age  of  change  presents  at  once  a  challenge  and  an 
opportunity  to  the  Negro  youth — the  challenge  to  break  the  old  molds  of  racial 
intolerance  and  economic  and  political  bondage,  and  the  opportunity  to  help  set 
the  forms  of  this  “new  world  a-borning“  into  patterns  of  justice,  fair  play  and  equal 
opportunity  for  all  races  and  nations  and  creeds.  This  is  a  chance  to  make  the  world 
in  which  your  children  are  to  live  a  better  world  than  the  one  in  which  you  were  born. 

And,  if  these  new  patterns  are  to  be  set  at  all,  they  must  be  set  by  youth,  for  the 
men  of  the  past  generation  have  left  the  world  in  chaos.  A  Herculean  task?  Yes,  and 
one  which  will  entail  the  sacrificing  of  personal  ambition  to  group  interests,  and 
immediate  gains  to  long-range  planning — but  a  task  immensely  worth  while.  And 
you  can  do  it  if  you  believe  you  can.  But,  when  the  going  gets  rough — as  it  surely 
will — “Don’t  pray  for  tasks  equal  to  your  powers,  but  pray,  rather,  for  powers 
equal  to  your  tasks;  then  the  doing  of  your  work  shall  be  no  miracle,  but  you, 
yourself  shall  be  the  miracle."

Payne  Theological  Seminary  is  the  oldest  theological  school  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Its  background  antedates  that  of  all  other  theological  schools  for  Negroes  in  the  United 
States.  In  a  report  made  to  the  Ohio  Annual  Conference  of  the  A.  M.  E.  Church  in  1845,  there  was 
announced  the  selection  of  a  site  for  a  school  “for  the  instruction  of  the  youth  among  us,  in  the 
various  branches  of  literature,  science,  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts;  and  also  for  those  young 
men  among  us  who  may  desire  to  prepare  their  minds  for  the  work  of  the  ministry."  Known  as 
Union  Seminary,  the  school  was  continued  until  Wilberforce  University  became  the  property  of  the  A. 
M.  E.  Church  in  1  856. 

The  history  of  Payne  Seminary  and  that  of  Wilberforce  University  are  inseparably  linked.  For 
more  than  two  decades,  theological  training  received  major  emphasis  at  Wilberforce,  the  first  gradu¬ 
ating  class  being  composed  of  three  members  of  the  theological  department.  The  Seminary  existed 
as  a  department  of  the  University  from  its  founding  until  June  19,  1894,  at  which  time  a  separate 
charter  was  granted  to  Payne  by  the  state  of  Ohio. 

In  spite  of  the  nominal  separation  there  have  remained  many  points  of  contacts  between  Seminary 
and  University,  Seminary  students  participating  in  University  activities,  and  an  exchange  of  teach¬ 
ers  being  used. 

Associated  with  the  early  history  of  the  Seminary  are  the  names  of  Bishop  Benjamin  W.  Arnett, 
the  Reverend  James  A.  Handy,  Professor  A.  P.  Shorter,  Professor  John  G.  Mitchell,  Bishop  Abraham 
Grant.  The  school  was  named  for  Bishop  Daniel  A.  Payne,  a  benefactor  of  the  Seminary. 

Dean  George  F.  Woodson  did  pioneer  work  in  organizing  Payne,  and  served  as  its  efficient  dean 
for  forty  years.  He  was  succeeded  in  1937  by  Dr.  Charles  S.  Spivey,  who  made  a  great  contribution 
in  reorganizing  and  standardizing  the  curriculum.  The  present  dean  is  Dr.  John  H.  Lewis. 

In  the  fifty  years  of  its  existence  as  a  separate  institution,  Payne  has  made  a  notable  contribution 
to  the  Church  and  the  race.  Its  graduates  and  former  students  include  many  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Negro  race,  in  church,  social  work  and  missionary  fields. 

Under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  Dr.  Lewis,  Payne  has  made  several  notable  additions. 
Among  these  are  the  Rural  Church  Program,  courses  in  Religion  and  Sociology,  and  the  Annual 
Daniel  A.  Payne  Lectures.  These  lectures  are  given  in  the  spring  quarter.  Notables  in  Theology 
such  as  Dr.  Charles  R.  Brown,  Dean  of  Yale  and  Dr.  Joseph  Gomez  of  Cleveland  are  guest  lecturers. 

The  prospective  material  gains  are  two  additional  buildings,  namely,  administrative  and  dormi¬ 
tory  facilities. 

Dean  Lewis’  work  in  the  light  of  the  short  space  of  time  he  has  served  as  Dean  has  been  exception¬ 
ally  commendable. 

Sponsors  of  the  Building  Program  at  Payne  are  Bishop  John  A.  Gregg,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  directors  and  Bishop  R.  C.  Ransom,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Wilberforce  University. 

At  present,  there  are  more  than  fifty  students  in  Payne  who  are  preparing  for  the  Christian  min¬ 
istry.  Choirs,  preaching  services  and  prayer  meetings  are  held  at  the  Seminary  regularly.  There  is 
an  active,  dynamic  program  in  operation  at  Payne!

Students,  faculty,  alumni,  friends,  regardless  of  creed  or  color  felt  the  challenge 
of  the  University — its  work,  needs  and  aims  at  this  time.  Dr.  Charles  L.  Hill,  Presi¬ 
dent,  served  as  General  Chairman. 
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On  Thursday  afternoon,  February  5,  1948, 
the  Wilberforce  community — young  and  old 
alike — sat  entranced  as  Paul  Robeson’s  great 
rich  voice  poured  into  Jones  Auditorium.  His 
first  few  words  were  greeted  enthusiastically. 

Robeson,  who  was  touring  the  country  in 
support  of  Henry  Wallace  and  the  Third  Party 
movement,  graciously  accepted  an  invitation  to 
appear  at  Wilberforce  University.  His  program 
consisted  of  old  favorites  such  as  Ole  Man 
River  and  Water  Boy,  and  the  women  fairly 
swooned  as  Robeson  gave  a  poignant  rendition 
of  an  excerpt  from  Othello.  Russian  and  Chinese 
songs  were  beautifully  sung. 

A  short  but  stirring  address  in  support  of 
democracy’s  fight  against  fascism  and  the 


struggle  of  the  common  man  concluded  Robe¬ 
son’s  program. 

The  meeting  was  chaired  by  Mr.  Vernon  Gat¬ 
ling,  president  of  the  Student  Council.  The  wel¬ 
come  address  was  made  by  President  Hill.  Ap¬ 
propriate  responses  were  made  by  Mr.  Asa 
Davis  and  Dr.  Milton  S.  J.  Wright.  Acknowl¬ 
edgment  of  thanks  was  made  to  Mr.  James 
Lehman,  Field  Agent  for  the  Ohio  Chapter  of 
the  Progressive  Citizens  of  America,  who  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  be  honored  with  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  Paul  Robeson.  An  impressive  note  was 
struck  as  the  state  and  church  students  joined 
in  the  singing  of  our  Alma  Mater.

With  zeal,  interest,  competency  and  an  inspired  power,  the  doors  of  Wilber- 
force  University  are  enthusiastically  opened.  In  the  challenging  office  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  was  found,  Dr.  Charles  Leander  Hill,  a  philosopher,  educator,  lecturer,  scholar, 
and  a  dynamic  minister. 

Students  found  friends,  glowing  lights  and  the  fountain  of  the  midway  walk  to 
Shorter  still  yielding  refreshing  waters.  A  vision  met  the  Class  of  1948  at  this  point 
where  the  water  ran  powerfully  to  quench  the  thirst  of  millions.  We  would  go  out  to 
improve  the  educational,  religious,  and  economic  life  of  our  people! 

A  new  college  known  as  the  College  of  Education  and  Business  Administration 
was  established. 

The  full  utilization  of  the  Student  Union  Building  for  various  purposes  was  effected. 

Though  scarred,  challenged,  and  bruised,  Wilberforce  University  maintains  an 
excellent  student  body  with  high  morale,  spirit  and  interest. 

February  12  marked  Lincoln’s  Birthday,  and  the  Eighteenth  International  Day  for 
Wilberforce  University.  Dr.  Milton  S.  J.  Wright  was  the  general  chairman.  We  all 
agree,  that  a  splendid  program  was  outlined  and  carried  out.

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On  January  9,  1894,  Lieut.  John  H.  Alexander  of  the  United  States  Army  was 
detailed  by  President  Cleveland  to  organize  a  Military  Department  at  Wilberforce 
University.  Lt.  Alexander  was  succeeded  by  Lieut.  Charles  A.  Young  who  later  be¬ 
came  a  Colonel,  the  first  Negro  Officer  to  rise  to  the  rank  of  Colonel. 

In  1905,  Capt.  B.  O.  Davis  was  appointed  in  charge.  The  now  Brigadier  General 
Davis  was  at  four  different  times  head  of  the  Military  Department. 

Major  John  E.  Green  Inf.  U.  S.  A.  who  had  been  Military  instructor  since  April, 
1920,  became  the  first  P.  M.  S.  &  T.  upon  the  organization  of  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  in 
September,  1922.  He  was  assisted  by  Sgt.  Francis  Button  U.  S.  A.  Retired  and  Sgt. 
William  Andrews  D.  E.  M.  L.  at  the  present,  Lieut.  Col.  Nichols  is  the  P.  M.  S.  &  T. 
with  Lieut.  August  B.  Garner  as  his  assistant. 

Warrant  Officer  Aaron  Fisher  came  to  Wilberforce  in  1936.  In  May,  1946,  he 
received  the  Army  Commendation  Ribbon  for  outstanding  service  at  Wilberforce. 
Other  Citations  received  by  him  include  the  Purple  Heart,  Distinguished  Service  Cross, 
and  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre. 

The  Senior  Division  consists  of  two  parts,  the  basic  and  advanced  course.  A  student 
enrolled  in  the  basic  course  before  qualifying  for  the  advance  course  must  com¬ 
plete  two  years  of  R.  O.  T.  C.  training.  The  basic  courses  a  student  studies  are 
reading,  scouting  and  patroling,  marksmanship,  signal  and  radio  communication. 

If  a  student  qualifies  for  the  advanced  course  after  successfully  completing  the 
required  basic  course,  he  must  take  a  general  classification  test,  making  a  score  of 
1  1 0  or  better  and  pass  an  officer’s  type  physical  examination.  He  is  issued  one 
complete  officer's  uniform  and  subsistence  each  month  for  two  years.  At  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  one  year  he  is  sent  to  summer  camp  and  after  completion  of  two  years  is 
commissioned  as  Second  Lieut,  in  the  Officer’s  Reserve  Corp.
